Ottawa's  Annual  J.  N.  F.  Campaign 
will  be  officially  launched  with  a “Red- 
eem the  Negev’’  Dinner  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, September  21,  at  6:30  p.m.,  in  the 
Talmud  Jorah. 

Samuel  J.  Zacks,  president  of  the  Zion- 
ist Organization  of  Canada  will  be  the 
Guest  Speaker.  Mr.  Zacks  has  recently 
returned  from  a tour  of  Eretz  Israel 
and  will  give  a personal  report  regard- 
ing latest  developments  in  Palestine. 


Canadian  Zionists  are  today  embark- 
ing on  a special  J.N.F.  project  to  raise 
$400,000.  for  the  redemption  of  3000 
dunam  of  land  on  which  a city  is  to  be 
built  in  the  Negev.  Canadian  Jewry  is 
given  the  privilege  of  laying  the  found- 
ations of  a great  city  to  rise  from  the 
sand  wastes  of  the  desert. 

We  are  confident  that  this  project  will 
capture  the  imagination  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community,  and  that  ours  will 
be  a prompt  and  generous  response  to  a 
project  that  will  add  another  oustanding 
chapter  in  the  history  of  Canadian 
Jewry’s  devotion  to  the  Jewish  Home- 
land.

Sunday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews  the 
world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh  Hashonoh 
and  will  mark  the  inception  of  the  Jew- 
ish New  Year  in  a solemn  and  reverent 
manner.  The  Jewish  New  Year  is  unlike 
our  secular  New  Year  either  in  form  or 
substance.  The  New  Year  which  we  usher 
in  every  January  1st  is  a period  of 
revelry.  Rosh  Hashonoh,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  a period  of  solemn  contempla- 
tion, of  soul  searching,  of  fervent  pray- 
er, of  repentance  and  of  religious  re- 
generation. 

The  deep  significance  of  Rosh  Hash- 
onoh is  expressed  in  the  many  beauti- 
ful “Piyutim”  (Poetic  Liturgy)  found  in 
the  Machzor.  On  this  day,  we  once  again 
proclaim  G-d  as  King,  Creator  of  the 
Universe.  G-d’s  sovereignty  will  b# 
firmly  established  when  all  nations  and 
peoples  will  unite  in  carrying  out  His 
will  with  a perfect  understanding  of 
their  inescapable  mutual  interdependen- 
ce. 

G-d  proclaimed  Rosh  Hashonoh  not: 
only  as  a Day  of  Judgment  but  also  as 
a Day  of  Memorial  on  which  every  indi- 
vidual may  evaluate  his  actions  in  the 
past  and  plan  to  lead  a more  meaning- 
ful and  purposeful  existence  in  the  future 
— a life  dedicated  to  G-d  and  service  to 
the  community. 
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jROSIl  IiASHONOH  MESSAGE 

Once  again  we  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community  will  be  spiritually  reunit- 
ed during  the  High  Holy  Days  — re- 
united with  G - d and  reunited  with  suf- 
fering Israel.  Through  the  medium  of  our 
solemn  devotions  we  shall  be  Strength- 
ened in  our  faith — our  faith  in  justice 
and  morality,  our  faith  in  the  ultimate 
victory  of  right  over  might,  our  faith  in 
Judaism,  and  our  faith  in  Jewish  des- 
tiny. 

Standing  on  the  threshold  of  the 
Jewish  New  Year  5708,  I plead  with  you 
to  resolve  in  your  hearts  during  the  days 
ahead  to  make  the  Synagogue  your 
spiritual  home.  Fathers  and  sons  in 
company  of  wives  and  daughters,  fre- 
quent the  Synagogue  at  least  each 
Sabbath  day,  and  thus  reexperience 
throughout  the  year  the  exalted  mood 
^enjoyed  during  the  Holy  Day  season. 
Attend  the  Synagogue  regularly  in  order 
to  carry  away  with  you  into  your  per- 
sonal life  and  into  the  life  of  your 
family  the  ingredient  of  faith  — and 
go  transform  your  homes  from  an 
(Ordinary  dwelling  place  with  ordinary 
pastimes  into  a shrine  of  love  and 
tranquility. 

Let  no  one  say  a year-end  visit  to  the 
Synagogue  is  sufficient.  For  with  a 
truer  application  than  made  by  Macauly 
in  his  day,  the  Synagogue  in  our  time, 
as  it  has  been  throughout  the  period  of 
Israel’s  wandering,  is  like  the  Ark  in 
Genesis,  carrying  the  Jew  through  the 
deluge  of  history.  It  is  in  moments  of 
joy  and  thanksgiving  as  well  as  in  mo- 
ments of  adversity  and  despair  that  we 
turn  to  G - d for  strength  and  guidance, 
for  faith  and  courage  and  the  will  to 
carry  on.  At  no  period  in  Jewish  history 
were  we  in  greater  need  of  that  faith 
than  we  are  today. 

Let  no  one  say  “ religion  is  my  private 
affair.”  For  religion  is  no  more  your 
private  affair  than  your  birth  is  a 
private  affair.  You  cannot  live  alone  nor 
can  you  die  alone,  for  your  death  is 
tied  up  with  burial.  You  cannot  practice 


JACOB'S  DREAM.  By  Richard  Beer- 
Hofmann.  Translated  from  the  German 
by  Ida  B.  Wynn.  Phila.  The  Jewish  Pu- 
blication Society  of  Am.  New  York. 
Johannespresse.  $2.50.  188  pages 

In  majestic  language,  ..Beer-Hofmann 
has  cited  Israel’s  eternal  problem  in 
the  poetic  drama,  Jacob’s  Dream.  It  is 
here  that  the  all  enveloping  and  common 
cry  is  cited  so  beautifully.  • “Why  has 
suffering  been  the  badge  of  the  Jewish 
people  ? What  is  its  significance  ? Why 
does  Israel  persist  in  faithfulness  to 
its  religious  teachings  ? Or  is  this,  pain 
and  suffering  the  very  essence  that  ex- 
alts the  Jew  in  his  humilation  and  jus- 
tifies his  faith?” 

Jacob’s  Dream,  in  addition  to  its  pro- 
found ideas,  holds  the  readers  in  fas- 
cination. The  entire  story  of  Jacob,  his 
conflict  with  Esau,  as  viewed  through 
the  eyes  of  the  pagan  wives  of  Edom, 
and  the  moving  struggle  between  the 
two  brothers  is  expressed  so  dramatically 
that  one  is  held  spellbound  by  the  ex- 
citement of  it  all.  In  addition  to  the 
Bible  Story,  Beer-Hofmann  has  added 
incidents  and  has  endowed  his  characters 
with  human  traits  that  appeal  to  the 
reader’s  heart. 

Beer-Hofmann  has  succeeded  in  writ- 
ing, not  a story  of  Jacob’s  Dream  but 
an  interpretation  of  Jewish  life  and 
destiny. 


religion  alone  anymore  than  you  can 
love  alone.

The  new  brother,  Michael  is  the 
unwitting  cause  for  new  Jewish  learning 
on  the  part  of  his  sisters.

The  celestial  nur- 
sery school  Michael  attends,  is  as  charm- 
ing a place  that  any  parent  could  want 
for  his  unborn  child.  Michael’s  arrival 
on  earth  is  the  occasion  for  gifts.  What 
better  gift  from  Ruth  and  Debby  than 
a tree  in  Palestine.  And  then,  the  finest 
chapter  of  all  deals  with  the  presenta- 
tion of  a Sefer  Torah  to  the  Synagogue 
hy  some  neighbors  of  the  children. 

The  story  of  how  the  Sefer  Torah  is 
made,  the  care  and  love  and  devotion 
that  go  into  its  fashioning  will  prove 
exciting  and  instructive  reading  to  ad- 
ults no  less  than  to  children.  When  the 
Sefer  Torah  in  all  its  tender  painstaking 
perfection  finally  reaches  the  Synagogue 
in  an  American  city  it  is  a climax  worth 
celebrating.

A PALESTINE  PICTURE  BOOK.  By 
Jakob  Rosner.  Schocken  Books  Inc.  New 
York.  1947.  $5.00.  141  pages.  121  plates. 

Jakob  Rosner,  a Palestinian  photo- 
grapher, who  travelled  the  length  and 
breadth  of  Palestine,  depicts  for  us  a 
Jewish  Palestine.  This  is  a fine  picture 
record  of  Jewish  accomplishments  in  our 
land.  Here  we  see  the  land  made  fertile 
once  more,  new  cities  rebuilt,  the  col- 
lective— in  short  an  entire  new  commu- 
nity growing  on  ancient  soil. 

The  book  is  arranged  in  sections  which 
deal  with  Jewish  activities  and  settle- 
ments, biblical  and  historic  sites,  Tel 
Aviv  with  its  westernized  atmosphere 
and  tempo,  the  agricultural  collective, 
the  Jewish  farmer  at  work,  at  play,  at 
prayer,  the  Yemenite  Jew  in  his  ancient 
oriental  way  of  life,  and  finally  Jerusa- 
lem, the  centre  of  Jewish  aspiration. 

Jakob  Rosner  has  succeeded  in  re- 
cording for  the  world  the  large  achi- 
evements of  patience  and  labor  which 
the  Jew  has  put  into,  and  is  still  invest- 
ing in  the  land  of  our  fathers.

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Rosh  llashonoh  — The  first  day  of  the 
Hebrew  month  of  Tishre  marks  the 
beginning  of  the  New  Year. 

Selichos  — Special  propitiatory  pray- 
ers, said  every  morning  beginning  with 
midnight  Saturday  night  before  Rosh 
Hashonoh  (Sept.  6)  and  continuing  every 
morning  thereafter  until  the  holiday. 

Shofar  — The  shofar  is  the  clarion  call 
to  the  Jew  to  discard  the  materialism 
in  which  he  has  been  engrossed  and  to 
consider  the  better  and  finer  qualities 
of  life.  It  announces  the  establishment 
of  the  Kingdom  of  G-d,  the  approach 
of  the  Day  of  Judgment.  It  reminds  us 
of  our  glorious  past,  calls  to  attention 
our  great  hopes  for  the  future  and 
moves  us  to  make  our  lives  more  mean- 
ingful and  help  to  make  the  world  a 
better  one  in  which  to  live. 

Tashlich  — Consists  of  a simple  cere- 
mony performed  after  the  afternoon  ser- 
vices of  the  first  day  of  the  New  Year. 

The  worshippers  go  to  some  water  cour- 
se — river,  lake,  brook,  stream,  sea  or 
ocean  — and  recite  special  prayers 
found  in  the  “Machzor”.  One  of  the  in- 
terpretations of  the  Tashlich  is  that 
while  gazing  at  the  beauty  of  the  water- 
course, we  begin  to  think  about  the  crea- 
tion of  the  world  which  took  place  ac- 
cording to  Jewish  tradition  on  the  New 
Year.  We  are  then  impressed  by  the 
greatness  of  G-d,  the  Creator  of  all 
nature  and  we  are  filled  with  sorrow  for 
our  sins. 

New  Years  Customs: 

1.  New  Year  Greetings:  L’Shonoh  To- 
vah  Tikothev  vethechothem.  “May  you 
be  inscribed  and  sealed  for  a good  year.” 

2.  Dipping  in  honey:  It  is  customary  at 
the  beginning  of  the  meal  on  the  first 
night  of  Rosh  Hashonoh  to  dip  a piece 
of  bread  or  apple  in  honey,  to  symbolize 
our  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  be 
a sweet  one. 

3.  Challah:  is  baked  in  the  form  of  a 
round  loaf  symbolic  that  the  year  may 
roll  smoothly  around  without  mishap 
or  sorrow. 

4.  No  sour  or  pickled  foods  are  used. 

5.  Shehecheyonuh:  The  blessing  pro- 
nounced over  a new  fruit  enjoyed  for  the 
first  time  in  the  season.  This  blessing 
is  also  recited  over  the  Kiddush  and  at 
the  lighting  of  the  candles  on  both 
nights. 

Fast  of  Gedaliah  — The  day  following 
Rosh  Hashonoh.  This  commemorates  the 
murder  of  the  last  ruler,  Gedaliah,  of

the  first  Jewish  Commonwealth.  This 
happened  on  Rosh  Hashonoh,  but  the 
fast  is  postponed  to  the  day  following. 

Ten  Days  of  Penitence  — Rosh  Hash- 
onoh begins  the  ten  days  of  Penitence 
which  end  with  Yom  Kippur.  Special 
prayers  are  said,  which  contain  suppli- 
cations for  a happy  New  Year,  the  most 
important  of  these  being  “Ovinu  Mal- 
keinu”  — “Father,  Our  King.” 

Shabbos  Shitvoh  — The  Sabbath  bet- 
ween Rosh  Hashonoh  and  Yom  Kippur 
so  called  because  of  the  prophetic  portion 
read  on  that  day.  Shuvah  means  return, 
return  to  Jewish  living  through  repent- 
ance and  proper  conduct. 

Kaporoth  — On  the  morning  preceding 
the  Day  of  Atonement  it  is  customary 
to  recite  certain  prayers  and  give  a fowl 
to  the  poor  as  an  offering  to  G-d,  peti- 
tioning him  for  a year  of  life  and  health. 
Money  may  be  substituted  for  the  cere- 
mony and  given  to  the  needy. 

Yom  Kippur  — A day  spent  in  worship 
and  prayer  for  forgiveness,  inspiring  us, 
to  seek  peace  of  mind  through  reconci- 
liation with  G-d  and  our  fellow  men. 
Yom  Kippur  is  a fast  and  yet  a joyful 
festival,  for  the  consciousness  of  spi- 
ritual accomplishments  makes  every 
worshipper  feel  happy. 

The  Meal  before  the  Fast  — The  ap- 
proach of  Yom  Kippur  causes  a spirit 
of  sanctity  to  pervade  the  Jewish  home; 
especially  during  the  last  meal  before  the 
fast.  Following  the  grace  after  meals, 
the  father  blesses  his  children,  and  then 
the  entire  family  proceed  to  the  Sy- 
nagogue. 

Kol  Nidre  — An  absolution  of  vows  made 
unwittingly  at  moments  of  excessive  zeal. 
This  is  an  appropriate  introduction  to 
our  day  of  prayer.  Our  recognition  of 
our  weaknesses  makes  us  feel  humble 
and  contrite;  while  G-d’s  recognition  of 
the  same  encourages  us  to  plead  for  a 
total  forgiveness  of  all  transgressions 
committed  in  the  past. 

Neilah  — The  concluding  service  held  on 
Yom  Kippur.  The  day  declines,  the  last 
rays  of  the  sun  vanish,  the  gates  of 
heaven  are  about  to  be  closed,  the  final 
decree  for  the  coming  year  is  unknown, 
the  last  effort  to  improve  it  must  be 
made.  The  air  resounds  with  the  plead- 
ings of  the  worshippers:  “Open  for  us 
the  heavenly  gates,  at  the  closing  of  the 
gates,  for  the  day  is  declining.”

FACULTY  OF  TALMUD  TORAH 

A niece  of  Rabbi  Dayan  and  Mrs. 
Hillman,  parents-in-law  of  Chief  Rabbi 
Dr.  Herzog,  Miss  Litt  comes  to  us  from 
London,  England. 

Born  in  Lithuania,  she  received  her 
education  in  Utena,  Jurburg  and  Kovno. 
On  an  invitation  from  her  cousin,  Rab- 
banit  Herzog,  she  came  to  Dublin,  Ire- 
land where  she  received  her  Hebrew 
Teachers  Diploma. 

In  1937  she  moved  to  London  and  un- 
til the  outbreak  of  war  was  employed 
as  senior  teacher  at  the  Dalston  Talmud 
Torah,  which  was  the  largest  of  its  kind. 
When  war  broke  out  and  schools  eva- 
cuated, her  services  were  taken  over  by 
the  Joint  Emergency  Committee  for  Re- 
ligious Education. 

In  1S41  after  the  blitz,  she  opened  the 
Hebrew  Classes  in  Cheltenham  and 
remained  in  charge  for  nearly  two  years. 
She  returned  to  London  in  1944  and  after 
a short  period  with  the  Dalston  School 
again,  she  became  a full-time  Secretary 
of  the  Mizrachi  Federation  until  her 
departure  for  Canada. 

While  with  Mizrachi  she  attended  the 
School  of  Oriental  Studies  where  she 
studied  Hebrew  Literature.  She  also 
has  a knowledge  of  several  European 
languages. 

We  welcome  Miss  Litt  to  the  Faculty 
of  the  Talmud  Torah  and  trust  her  ex- 
periences in  Ottawa  will  be  most  plea- 
sant.
